FOREIGN TOPICS. 


THE YACHT DAUNTLESS ARRIVES 
AT QUEEXST0WN. 


R enew al of W arlike R um ors AfTeet- 
ing L eading Pow ers—A rrest of 
A nother Irish Priest.

THE DAUNTLESS. 
She Brings Uji the Item- in the Yacht 
Itaee in Good Order. 
. 
Queenstown, March 2Stb.—The Daunt­ 
less passed the old head of the Kinsale at 
3:15 o'clock this afternoon, and it will 
probably take her two hours to reach the 
finishing line and Itoche's I’oint. A tug 
has left Queenstown with the press 
correspondents to meet the Dauntless and 
accompany her to Roche’s Point. 
SAFELY AT ANCHOR. 
Queenstown, March 28th.—The Daunt­ 
less crossed the finishing line at 6:45 
o'clock. Her actual time 011 the passage 
was 1G days, 1 hour, 43 minutes and 10 
seconds. She has been towed into the har­ 
bor, and is now safely at anchor. 
The oflicers of the Coronet and other 
yachts aie greatly pleased with the result 
of the race, and say it has shown admira­ 
ble qualities in both the yachts. With tbe 
difference in tonnage aiid length of the 
yachls, and the extraordinary weather 
v.hicb prevailed during the voyage, the 
Dauntless is thought to have done as well 
as her competitor. The ftiends of both 
yachts will be entertained by the Ameri­ 
can Royal Cork Yacht Club. 
incidents of the voyage. 
Queenstown, March 28th —All on board 
the Dauntless are well, and tho yacht is in 
as gi o 1 shape as when she left Owl’s Head. 
She experienced about the same weather 
as the Coronet. A comparison of the logs 
of the two racers indicates that they fol­ 
lowed about the same course. Caldwell 
Colt,the owner of the Dauntless,says that lie 
encountered more wind than he bargained 
for. For sixteen hours his boat wa3 obliged 
to lay to. Once she scudded before the gale 
under bare poles. When last seen from 
the deck of the Coronet, on the evening of 
the start, the Dauntless was steering south- 
southeast, but during the night her course 
was changed to northeast by east. 
On 
March 16th she ran into a heavy cross sea, 
with a strong southeast gale. Oil was used 
with good effect to break the waves, and 
the yacht weathered her first storm well. 
The next day the sea was even more turbu­ 
lent and the waves broke over her deck in 
rapid succession, wrenching the yacht so 
much that she began to leak slightly. The 
temperature of both the air and water on 
the afternoon of the 18th indicated that ice 
was in close proximity, and it became 
necessary to use great precaution in run­ 
ning. At midnight the thermometer regis­ 
tered 41° and the water 35°. An hour 
later tbe temperature was 40°, and the 
water 36°. At 6 o’clock on the night of 
the l!Hh, when a heavy gale was blowing 
from the southwest, a smooth stretch nt 
water was run into. Its temperature indi­ 
cated that there were icebergs near. There 
was a quantity of solid ice to the leeward 
and very near. On the 26th, 21 it and 221 
there were strong gales. It was on the last 
of those days that the Dauntless hove to. 
Since last Thursday the weather was fine. 
On the 25th a run of 328 miles was made, 
which is said to be the best ever mude by a 
yacht on the Atlantic ccean. 
During one of the severe gales two men 
were washed from the wheel, and were 
only saved from going overboard by the 
lashings with which they were bound. 
toe sailors BEVEL 10 ALE, 
CHAMPAGNE. 
CLlRET AND 
During the storm of the 23d the cockpit 
was, on several occasions, tilled with water, 
and altogether it was a perilous time for 
the yacht. On tbe 24th tbe sea was ter­ 
ribly rough, and the boat rolled so badly 
that tbe water tank burst. The seamen 
were consequently put on the smallest pos­ 
sible allowance of water, but later on they 
were plentifully supplied with ale anil 
claret, and ultimately with champagne, in­ 
stead of water. All on board arrived in 
the best of health. 
WILL NOT DOWN. 
The War Speeter In Europe quite us 
Lively as Ever. 
New York, March 2Sth.—The Star's Lon­ 
don correspondent cables : The continental 
news is increasingly warlike. A ilerlin 
sp.ecial comments on the predominance of 
Russian inflences in the French cabinet, 
and foreshadows the early resignation of 
the Cioblct ministry. The Hungarian War 
Minister's circular, recruiting the field tel­ 
egraph force, is referred to by the French 
press as a fresh proof that the allied pow­ 
ers are resolved to force France into a war. 
Another Ilerlin special invests the visit of 
Roumanian royalty to Berlin with diplo­ 
matic importance. It asserts that the ad­ 
vice of Germany was asked as toa military 
alliance between Roumania, Servia and 
Bulgaria in resistance to Russia, and that 
idea was encouraged. 
A i'aris special states that public opinit n 
in Alsace-Lorraine is inflamed by the alti­ 
tude of the German Ministry in relation to 
the Alsace Diet and the local government 
ana institutions. Tbe German garrisons 
are being quietly and steadily strengthened. 
Reports transmitted iast night of mili­ 
tary risings in tlie Widdin, l’levna and 
Philippopolis districts came from Belgrade. 
From the same quarter comes the informa 
tion that Ibe Panslavist agitation and up­ 
rising in Belgrade is spreading rapidly, aud 
that the Rowers will probably be forced 
into a conflict hv events beyond their con­ 
trol before their preparations are completed. 
A Sofia special discredits the announce­ 
ment that Prince Oscar of Sweden has 
been accepted by the Powers as Prince of 
Bulgaria. 
THE COERCION BILL. 
Alleged Detection of a Number of Ucioxiist 
Members. 
London, March 28th.—A conference of 
Liberal Unionists will be held at tbe Dev­ 
onshire House on Thursday, to consider 
the coercion bill. An exchange of views 
in the lobbies on the bill has disclosed 
the fact that several Unionists disapprove 
of the measure, but the mass of the party 
consider its provisions not too strong. 
Lord Harlington and Mr. Chamberlain 
will give a thorough support to the whole 
measure. The threatened defection of 
Unionists will probably not exceed ten 
votes, leaving the Government still with a 
potent majority. 
The Parnellites held an informal meet­ 
ing and united in denouncing what they 
termed the atrocicus character of the coer­ 
cion bill. The measure, they said, con­ 
cealed under its provisions powers for the 
extinction of ihe liberties of tbe press, pub­ 
lic meetings, free speech and all individual 
rights. The Parnellites disregard the 
threats. Smith is to continue the debate 
until the second reading of the bill. They 
say that if a protracted sitting results in a 
test of physical endurance they will be 
ready for the struggle. 
It is the opinion of many persons that 
Balfour’s speech was weak, diffused, con­ 
fused and pointless, and that on the first 
chance he has had to show if be was capa­ 
ble of rising to a great occasion he has 
made a notable failure. Parnell has post­ 
poned the introduction of his amendment 
until he consults with his colleagues. 
DEFIANT DILLON. 
A Bold Speech In the KnglUh House of 
Commons. 
L o n d o n, March 28th.—In the House of 
Commons Dillon followed Balfour. He 
said that this coercion bill would never 
pass into a iaw. [Irish cheers ] If he be­ 
lieved that the people of England were 
capable of sanctioning tbe measure he 
would give up forever the hope of seeing 
tbe Irish and English shake hands. The 
Irish people wouid be slaves—slaves, in­ 
deed—if tbev submitted to it. Either he 
would leave a country where no Irishmen 
could live, unless he lived like a slave; or, 
if the people were willing, he would be 
proud and happy to lead them in battle. 
[Cheers ] The measure could only re­ 
sult in causing increased disorgani­ 
zation and in driving the people back 
to the 1 orrors of former years. [Cheers ] 
E arl Spencer, believing his life to be in 
danger, had the courage to face, the people 
oí Ireland like a m an , but sm all credit wts 


due to the present Government, who did 
not know the dangers they were facing, 
[Cries of “ oh! oh! ” and cheers.] More 
miserable excuses on which to found coer­ 
cion had never been heard. Mr. Balfour 
has succeeded in proving nothing but his 
own ignorance of the country which he 
sought to govern, and the sooner he quitted 
office the better for Ireland and for himself. 
The Government was practically treating 
Irishmen like slaves. They sought to rout 
them out like vermin.

Cardinal Gibbons Sees No Danger in the 
Knights of Labor. 
Rome, March 28th.—Tiie text of Cardinal 
Gibbons’ report 011 the Knights of Labor, 
as published in the Monileur <le Hume, 
shows that several additions have been 
made to the report, as originally published. 
Referring to the objections urged against 
the organization, the Cardinal says: “ It is 
objected that in this kind of organiz­ 
ations Catholics mix witli Protestants 
to the peril of their faith. Among a 
mixed people like ours, the separation 
of religions in civil affairs is not 
possible. 
To suppose that the faith of 
Catholics suffers shows an ignorance of the 
Catholic workmen of America, who regard 
the Church as their mother. They are in­ 
te Jigent, instructive, devoted, and ready to 
gi-'e their blood as they give their hard- 
earned gains for her support and protec­ 
tion.” To the question whether it would 
not be better to liuve organizations con­ 
ducted by priests, under Ihe direct influence 
of religion, tbe Cardinal frankly replied 
that he thinks it neither possible nor neces­ 
sary. "In our country,” he says, “ we 
have abundant means oi making Catholics 
good without goiDg so far.” 
It being objected that the liberty of these 
organizalions exposes Catholics to deadly 
influences and associates inore dangerous / 
than "even atheists, Communists and An­ 
archists,” the Cardinal said it was tine, but 
an attentive examination into the violent 
straggles between labor ami capital bad 
convinced biiu that it is as unreasonable 
to attribute violence to tbe Knights as it is to 
attribute to the Church the follies and crimes 
of her children, against which she protests. 
Fnglish W heat Market. 
Liverpool, March 28th—Foreign wheat 
is stagnant. The prosoect of ample sup­ 
plies from America, combined with the 
opening of the season of imports from 
Russia, Austria and India, will cause values 
to sink much lower than even now. The 
week’s decline in Liverpool amounts to 2d. 
Flour is irregular and cheaper. Eleven 
cargoes of wheat arrived during the week. 
One was sold, eight were withdrawn, and 
two remained. At to-day's market wheat 
was depressed. There was no buying, even 
at the reduced quotations. 
Anarchists Disposctl Of. 
Vienna, March 28th.—Thirteen of the 
Anarchists convicted of complicity in the 
plot to set fire to the city and blow up the 
Imperial Palace at Sclionborum with dyua- 
iniie, have been sentenced to imprisonment 
at hard labor for terms ranging from one 
year to twenty years. One other was ac­ 
quitted. Another Defiant Priest. 
Dublin, March 28th.—Father Ryan, of 
Ihe Herbertstown branch of the National 
League, was arrested yesterday, for declin­ 
ing to give evidence regarding his connec­ 
tion with the plan ot campaign, and 
brought to Dublin. 
A Blot ia Panama. 
Parana (via Galveston), March 28th.— 
A riot occurred last night, owing to a mil­ 
itary officer resisting arrest. Three men 
were killed and several wounded.

A GLORIOUS SEASON. 
Splendid Prospect for a Bounteous Fruit 
Crop. 
San Francisco. March 28th.—[Special.]— 
Washington Porter, a well-known member 
of the Chicago fruit firm of Porter Bros., 
dealers in California fruits, who has, in 
company with Senator L. \V. Buck, of Vac­ 
aville (General Manager of the California 
Fruit Union), made a tour of Solano, Yolo, 
Sacramento and Placer counties, reports 
that he never saw prospects for a full fruit 
crop better than tbe appearances in the 
above named counties indicate at present. 
“ Everything,” said Mr. Porter, in a con­ 
versation to-day, “ points to the most 
abundant crop of fruit wherever I have 
gone throughout the State, and, barring 
some untorseen occurrence, this will be the 
greatest fruit year ever known to California. 
But, of course, we cannot discount the 
future too much, and something may hap­ 
pen to blight the prospect. But people 
are not pessimistic, and, consequently, are 
not looking for bad luck.” 
Senator Buck confirmed tbe statement of 
Mr. Porter, and added that in his portion 
of the Stat • the iruit growers were hoping 
for no more rain. “ We have had,” said 
he, “all the raiu we need to perfect our 
fruil. Any more would only tend to solten 
it and render it less suitable for shipment. 
Therefore, in our prayers we ask'for a ces­ 
sation of the spring rains. The grain- 
growers, however, want more rain, and I 
suppose are praying for it, and the good 
Lord will have todecidc between us.” 
Mr. Porter and Senator Buck will start 
to-morrow morning on a tour of inspection 
through Ihe counties of Alameda, Santa 
Clara aud Santa Cruz.

V irginia I itv, March 28;!s—In the Dis­ 
trict Court this morning, W. II. Blauvelt, 
proprietor of ihe Bank of Gold Hill, which 
suspended in December last during the 
stock panic, was called on a charge of em­ 
bezzling $300 from James Hurley. J udge 
Rising said that to convict, it must be 
shown that Blauvelt took this money for 
his own use aud benefit, as the Bank of 
Gold Hill was a corporation and Blauvelt 
its agent, and the corporation cannot be 
convicted of embezzlement. The District 
Attorney, being unabie to prove this, was 
compelled to enter a nolle jirosc/ni, and Ihe 
defendant was discharged.

Beccher-Hooker, AA-as refused permission to 
look upon the face of her dying brother, 
an intimate friend of the family said last 
night: "It is true the Beecher family ob­ 
jected to the presence of Mrs. Hookerdur- 
ing that awful period of affliction, but 
there is nothing in it to Avonder at. Mrs. 
Hooker acted in a most nnsisteriy way and 
said most cruel things during the Beecher-.

This infa'ua- 
tion induced her to say things of Beecher 
which were not forgiven. Her association 
with that woman of itself separated her 
from the family.

Hooker could not have spoken to him, nor 
could he have recognized her. Her pres­ 
ence wouid simply have been an addition 
to the already great load of grief that Mrs.

Two Owners ot a Faro Game Shot by 
One of Their Patrons. 
Boston, March 28th.— This afternoon 
Adolph A. Albrecht, a drnggist, was en­ 
gaged in a game of faro in a gambling house 
run by Edward Flannigan and David Lana- 
han. Albrecht says he detected Lañaban 
in an attempt to cheat him, and remon­ 
strated with Lanahan; that the latter at­ 
tacked him with an iron bar, when he (Al­ 
brecht) in self-defense shot Lanahan 
through the head, killing him instantly; 
that Flannigan then attacked him, and he 
fired two shots more, one of which entered 
Fiannigan’s breast and the other his head. 
Albrecht is highly educated, and is said to 
have wealthy parents. 
A Moss-grown Suit Decided. 
Washington, March 28th.—A decision 
has beeu rendered by tbe Supreme Court in 
the long-standing case of the United States 
against John Paul Jones, administrator of 
George McDougall, on appeal from the 
Court ot Claims. This suit had its origin 
in a contract entered into April 5, 1852, t>e- 
tween P. M. Wozencraft, Unite J States In­ 
dian Agent in California, and George Mc­ 
Dougall, to supply certain Indians with 
1450,000 pounds of beef. The beef was duly 
furnished, aud Indian Agent Wozencraft 
gave contractor McDougall drafts on the 
Secretary of the Interior amounting in tbe 
aggregate to $31,200. The interior Depart­ 
ment regarded the cod’.raet as unauthorized 
and illegal, and refused to honor the drafts. 
December 1, 1884, tiie Secretary referred 
the case to the Court of Claims, under the 
provisions of Section 1003 of tiie revised 
statutes, and the Court gave judgment in 
favor of (¡¿e appellee for $81 %y\ disallow­ 


ing the sum of $19,500 claimed in addition 
to the judgment under the terms of the 
contract. From this judgment both parties 
appealed, the Government insisting that 
the claimant ought not to recover anything, 
while the latter maintained that he 
ought to have had judgment for $19,300 
more. This Court holds that the contract 
of April 5,1,852, upon which this claim is 
based, imposed no legal obligation upon' 
the United States and that the judgment of 
the Court of Claims in favor of AicDougall’s 
administrator was erroneous. The judg­ 
ment is therefore reversed, and the case re­ 
manded with directions to1 dismiss the pe­ 
tition. The opinion is by justice Harlan. 
Technical Point D eterm ined. 
Washington, March 2.3th.—The Collector 
of Customs at Philadelphia has submitted 
for the decision of the Treasury Depart- 
nrent tbe question as to which shall he 
considered the country of exportation in 
the ease of certain Persian woo) which ar­ 
rived at Philadelphia from London, con­ 
signed to local merchants. The Appraiser 
estimated tbe dutiable value of the wool at 
its market value in London on the date of 
exportation. The importers protested 
against this action, and represente!) that 
the merchandise was purchased at Begdad 
for shipment at Bassorah to the port in the 
United Slates as directly as the mean> of 
transportation would allow, London bring 
a port of trans-shipment, occasioned by the 
fact that there is no direct communication 
from Bassorah to Philadelphia. They hold, 
therefore, that the market value of the 
wool at Bassorah on the date of exporta­ 
tion is the value to be estimated for the 
purpose of fixing the classification of the 
wool. In a letter to tbe Collector at Phila­ 
delphia on the subject, Acting Secretary 
Fairchild says that under tbe provisions of' 
the wool schedule the duty ou wools Í3 de­ 
pendent upou the '' value at the last port or 
place whence imported to the United 
States.” The functions of Appraisers are, 
therefore, he says, restricted to the finding 
of the last port of shipment, which they 
are to determine by all reasonable means 
in tbeir power, and from this decision the 
only remedy accorded the importers is a 
reapnraisement.

THE H0LDES-PR0CT0R DISPUTE. 


Mr. Proctor, the astronomical writer, 
recently gave publicity to his opinion that 
the great refractor of the Lick Observatory 
will prove of very little practical value, 
not of benefit, indeed, commensurate with 
its great cost and the preparations now 
being made to equip the Observatory. To 
this Professor Holden, wiio is to have 
charge of the Observatory, replied at 
length and in a very proper tone. 
In ex­ 
posing the error of judgment, on the part 
of Mr. Proctor, lie incidentally stated that 
the latter is less an astronomer than a 
writer of popular works upon astronomy, 
and that, in fact, such experience as he 
has enjoyed in searching the heavecs has 
lieen confined to a small instrument of 
very limited capacity, and that lie is not 
therefore competent to judge of great in. 
struments. 
The Lick refractor will enable 
a larger field to be examined, and it will 
illuminate the telescopic object within 
itself to a degree never before attained by 
any instrument. 
It is not claimed that it 
will supersede all lieavens-searchers of 
less size, but it will permit of the use of 
higher telescopic “ powers,” and this will 
give it greater effectiveness in its search. 
These claims are well understood by all 
students of astronomy, and nothing is more 
certain than this, that the Lick 36-inch 
refractor will do all that its designer and 
maker contemplated. These facts, plainly 
stated, were not relished by Mr. Proctor, 
who, on Sunday through the columns of a 
San Francisco paper, made an assault,upon 
Professor Holden, questioning his sincerity 
and arraigning him for partiality and un­ 
fairness as a critic. The article did not 
attempt to conceal the bitterness that in­ 
fected and prompted it. 
Professor Holden 
yesterday replied in a calm and dignified 
m anner; in a tone in keeping with the 
high trust he now fills as President of the 
University of California, and that equally 
important one he is to soon assume at Ml. 
Hamilton, 
lie points out that the whole 
secret of Mr. Proctor’s rancor is founded 
on liLs (Mr. Holden’s) mistake made in 
1874, when he wrote for the Atlantic 
Monthly 
a 
review 
of 
some of the 
most recent of 
Air. Proctor’s works. 
In 
that 
criticism he 
spoke sharp­ 
ly of a sensational lecture delivered by 
Mr. Proctor, as a book written by him, and 
proceeded to state his honest conviction 
■concerning it. 
When his trifling error 
was pointed out, lie promptly had the 
proper apology publicly made. 
But Mr. 
Proctor has not forgiven him the “ slip of 
the pen,” and it therefore burdens lii.^ 
latest epistle, which reflects upon the 
President iff the University personally, 
and seeks to create doubts of his scientific 
■ability. To these insinuations Professor 
Holden replies with vigor and incisive­ 
ness, without disturbance of his mental 
equilibrium or indulgence in any vituper­ 
ation. 
lie has clearly vindicated himself 
and exposed the narrowness of spirit that 
characterizes Mr. Proctor. 
lie points out 
that it wonld be immodest for him to dis­ 
cuss his own merits as a scientific man or 
hispersonal meritsasa gentleman. These he 
leaves to time, his work and the judgment 
of his contemporaries—in which expres­ 
sion he proves himself to be the gentle­ 
man, and one confident in his ability to 
undertake the task of presiding over the 
corps of astronomers at the Lick Observa­ 
tory. 
The Poval Astronomical Society 
retired Mr. Proctor as Secretary, and made 
Professor Holden one of its fifty foreign 
associates. Both at the Naval Observatory, 
A\ ashington, and at the AVashburne Ob­ 
servatory, in Wisconsin, Professor Iloldcn 
demonstrated his capacity. 
In his many 
works upon astronomical 
science, and 
notably in his mathematical calculations, 
he has established his high ability. The 
wisdom of choosing him to l>e custodian at 
Mount Hamilton is confirmed by the ac- 
ceptaneeof positions under him by geutle- 
inen distinguished in the scientific work! 
with whose names Afr. Proctor says Pro­ 
fessor Holden should not have the pre­ 
sumption to couple his own. Thus far in 
this unhappy dispute, which lias, however, 
not lieen without profit to California, since 
it has enlarged the public intelligence, 
Professor Holden has conducted himself 
admirably. The thing for him to do now 
is to drop Air. Proctor and pay no more at­ 
tention to his assaults. The people of Cal­ 
ifornia are pleased with his selection to 
have charge at Mount Hamilton, and 
nothing Air. Proctor can say will transform 
that pleasure into dissatisfaction. 


THE CHINESE TOBTUBE CASE. 


The story related yesterday of the tor­ 
ture to which a Chinaman was subjected 
in ban Francisco by highbinder “ lodges,” 
because he refused to yield up liLs wife to 
their nefarious purposes, or pay a royalty 
for safety, seems incredible. 
A'et it is 
given by authority of the police officials. 
The man went to China and returned with 
a young wife. 
Two weeks after arrival 
she was abducted from the farm or garden 
the couple cultivated, the husband being 
clubbed 
into insensibility and carted 
■off to a 
Chinese secret prison. 
The 
wife was placed in a Chinese brothel, the 
husband arraigned before a Chinese Court, 
and refusing to pay the fine levied upon 
him for marrying and sequestering his 
-wife from the promiscuity of Chinatown, 
was subjected to torture of the most 
atrocious character, lie was kept in a 
■dark cell not large enough in which to 


stretch his limbs; fed on foul food and 
' half starved ; pins were driven into the 
soles of his feet, and his finger nails were 
wrenched with pincers. 
Day by day- for 
weeks the torture continued, and was 
made more and more severe, until prob­ 
ably just in time to save his life he was 
rescued by the police, and is now receiving 
medical treatment for his injuries. The 
woman has been found also and restored 
to her husband. There seems to be no 
doubt of the substantial truth of the 
story. 
That no arrests have been made is 
due to the fact that it is exceedingly diffi­ 
cult 
to 
secure 
witnesses, even 
the 
victim in this instance being in such a 
state of fears as to make him very reticent. 
That such tribunals of private vengeance 
and blackmail can be maintained in the 
midst of a civilized community, in a republic 
where the boast is made that the will of 
the people is supreme, and that the ]>er- 
sons and property of all residents are se­ 
cure from seizure and detention not justi­ 
fied by the warrant of the law, is a humili­ 
ating reflection. How far have we pro­ 
gressed in the excellence of free govern­ 
ment when a handful of barbarians can set 
up in the heart of the land their unlawful 
tribunals and enforce their decrees by a re­ 
sort to racks and thumbscrews? 
Here, 
indeed, is imperium in imperio, defiant clans 
within the jurisdiction of the Government, 
which try, condemn and execute irrespec­ 
tive of the laws of the country. W hat a 
confession it is to make, to be sure, that we 
are wholly unable to break up their sys­ 
tem ; that our officers are powerless in its 
presence, and that year after year, for now 
more than thirty years, we have striven in 
vain to crush out this infamy, until it has 
come to be generally conceded that the 
Chinese are secure in their mttrageous 
methods and systematized slavery. 
They 
hold human beings in bondage in a land 
that guarantees liberty to all; 
they buy 
and sell human chattels in defiance of the 
laws that condemn human slavery. When 
our friends at the East declare that it is 
our fault that the Chinese are not made to 
obey and respect the laws, we can only re 
ply that, despite the diligence of officials, 
the severity of the Courts, and the senti­ 
ment of the people, these outrages con­ 
tinue, and that our brethren of the Atlan­ 
tic slope are incompetent to judge us until 
they shall themselves be situated as we 
arc.

Just now the big dogs 
of journalism at San Francisco are having 
a very unusual conflict over the bone of 
special telegraphic cables, and the tele­ 
graph company, which gets tolls for trans­ 
mitting a vast volume of worthless slush 
relating chiefly to Mrs. Potter’s wardrobe, 
is apparently getting away with the bone. 
In a situation like this, the barking of a 
small dog on the outside of the ring on the 
side of one of the big dogs engaged in the 
fight, is too evident a manifestation of a 
disposition to have the shrill yelp of the 
St. Charles spaniel receive some notice, by 
mingling it with the hoarse growl of the 
combatant bulldogs. 


S ays the Alta: “ If California could be 
sure tbat abolition of competition in 
freights is to be permanent, we might 
build upon it in directions of great im­ 
portance to many interests, but when 
Eastern manufacturers are cut off from a 
profitable market here intrigue for its re­ 
covery will begin, and Congress will be the 
focus of constant agitation.” 
But the law 
itself provides for instability. The flexi­ 
bility of the section that gives the Com­ 
mission power to practically suspend its 
operation against competitive influences, 
will have the tendency to discourage any 
sort of investment here, in commerce or 
manufactures, that would be dependent for 
profit upon the elimination of competition 
in freight hauls to and from this coast 
The lubrieatiou of this piece of new ma­ 
chinery will begin before Congress assem­ 
bles, for it will be demanded of the 
Commission at the outset by production on 
this coast, which, without suspension of 
the law concerning through rates, cannot 
exist. 


T h e Detroit Tribune has been industri­ 
ously engaged for some time in collating 
opinions of representative citizens in every 
town in Michigan upon the question of 
the desirability of putting “ prohibition” 
into the Constitution. The sum of the 
effort, while opinions were diverse, is that 
the people believe it to be unadvisable 
and the burden of sentiment is against it 
strongly. The people of Alichigan do not 
believe it would promote temperance, but 
do believe that it would encourage deceit- 
evasion, lawlessness, and disrespect for the 
restraints of the law. The Tribune has 
“ made up its mind” that “ high license'’ 
is a more practical reform, and that it ad­ 
dresses itself more forcibly than prohibi­ 
tion, to the judgment of men who care 
more for effectiveness than sentiment in 
such laws. 


In the white-heat of news competition 
some of our San Francisco contemporaries 
published full accounts of the success of 
the Dauntless in the ocean yacht race. It 
turns out that this forehandedness was a 
miserable blunder. The Coronet won, and 
to the enterprising news prophets is left 
the reflection that, after all, news is ascer­ 
tained fact, and that no amount of specu­ 
lation as to tbe probable will “ fill the 
bill” of news enterprise.

The Board of Health of the city of 
Sacramento are hereby authorized, when they 
shall deem it necessary, to employ a physician, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Trus­ 
tees, to act as Health Officer, whose duty it shall 
be to confer with the said Board of Health on 
matters relating to and aflecting the sanitary 
affairs and condition ot the said city of Sacra­ 
mento; to act as Secretary of said Board of 
Health, and to perform sneli other duties as the 
Board of Health muy deem conducive to the 
proper enforcement of local sanitary laws and 
regulations. 
section 2. The Board of Trustees of the said 
city of Sacramento are hereby authorized and 
empowered, when they shall deem it necessary, 
to appoint and employ a suitable person to act 
as Sanitary and Building Insrector. who shall 
be clothed with the powers of a peace officer, 
aud whose duty it shall be to inspect and ex­ 
amine all privies, vaults, cesspools, buildings 
aud other places with a view to the enforce­ 
ment of all the laws and regulations relating to 
sanitaty matters in the said city of Sacramento, 
and to place under arrest and vigorously prose­ 
cute all persons violating any of said laws and 
regulations.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


To p ro p o se to th e peo p le o f th e S tate an 
a m en d m en t to th e C o n stitution o f th e 
S tate, relativ e to th e Ju d ic ia ry D e p a rt­ 
m en t. 


Rcsolrfd, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular sessiou, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred aud eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
Vi., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows : 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ol the ado¡>- 
tiou of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the su ­ 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shull be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy'occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for Gie unexpired term. Ih e Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
DepaitmeutTwo. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assigument may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes aud all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business iu either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shad apportion the business to 
the departments, aud may. in his d'scretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or after judgm ent 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
has been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judginert pronounced thereon, the Older must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred iu by two Justices, and if st) 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after Judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a ease to be heard in bank. II tbe 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period of thirty days afore­ 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court iu 
bank at any time, aud shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court 
wheu 
so 
con­ 
vened. 
The 
concurrence

tices present at 
the 
argument 
shall 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in bonk; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all, the Justices qualified to sit 
iu the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit iu either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o e of 
their own num ber to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers of the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to net. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of tho 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eight» eu 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Baid Com­ 
mission may be contlnned for such 
time 
thereafter 
us may

of 
two-thirds of the 
elected members 
of each 
House 
of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor. 
The members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same m au­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heart 1 in bank In 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judzments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners snail not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been a,-signed to them. 


S ection 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
.«hall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S’ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected: and the term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the fir?t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at tbe general State electi»ai held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth vear there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of nis 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability o f'a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he fchail be paid u retir­ 
ing salar}* of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to bold the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Jnstice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of tbe two Houses of said Legis 
lature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XL, of the Consti­ 
tution ot said state, be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


Section 8. Any city containing a population of 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such^ city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority oi them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
published in two daily papers of general circu­ 
lation iu such city, for at least twenty days; and

or if such city be consolidated with a county, 
then of such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and supersede any ex ­ 
isting charter, and all amendments thereof, and 
all special laws inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the submis­ 
sion of such charter to the electors, uud its rati­ 
fication by them, shall be made in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the Secretar}* 
of State, the other, after being recorded in the 
olfice of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the citv. Ali Courts shall 
take judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, by proposals therefor, submitted 
by legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied voters thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after tne publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of 
the qualified electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any such charter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the choice of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation of more than ten thousand and not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of * them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to tbe Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the other

tion held at least sixty days after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the qualified electors voting there­ 
at, and approved by the Legislature as herein 
provided for the approval of the charter.

B a n er, V. «I. Gregory a n d A. 
Starr E lected to Office. 
The City Board of Trustees m et at 


a . m. yesterday, a l l the members present. 
Bonds were approved as follows : 
J. T. 
Stafford, Clerk of the W ater W o rk s; N. A. 
Kidder, H arbor-m aster; George A. P ut­ 
nam , City Collector; A. J. W ilson, Super­ 
intendent of City Cemeteries; J. J. Buck­ 
ley, City Assessor. 
Trustee Jones introduced a resolution 
relative to the office of the Clerk of the 
W ate rw o rk s. The preamble say s: 
W hereas, The present system of keeping the 
accounts in the Water Works’ office is inefficient 
and unreliable, and deeming it necessary to 
adopt a new system in which can be acertained 
the amount paid, and when paid, as well as the 
am ount due from each water-taker ; and where­ 
as, such system will require the constant atten­ 
tion of one person in said office, the present 
force being inadequate to perform the duties 
consequent upon such change of system. 
An ordinance was passed appointing an­ 
other deputy, who shall receive a salary of 
$100 per m onth, and the office hours of the 
Clerk of the water works were fixed at from 
8 o'clock a. m. to.4 p. m. The ordinance ap­ 
pears in full in another colum n of this 
paper. 


SANITARY BU ILD IN G INSPECTOR. 
An ordinance was passed appointing a 
B uilding Inspector, which was introduced 
by the following pream ble : 
W h erea s, The sanitary law s of the citv ol 
.Sacramento are paramount in imjiortanee to 
those upon any other subject of municipal reg­ 
ulation ; and whereas, under existing circum ­ 
stances, there cannot be such au enforcement of 
those laws as will fully accomplish the cuds of 
such municipal legislation, it is the judgment of 
the Board of Trustees of the city of Sacramento 
that au officer to be known as the Sanitary end 
Building Inspector, to co-operate with and . t 
under the immediate direction of the Health 
Officer, would better facilitate the enforcement 
of said sanitary law. 
. 
The ordinance appears in full in the ad­ 
vertising colum ns of this issue. 
For Sanitary B uilding Inspector, Trustee 
Jones nom inated A. H . Starr, a member of 
the Republican City Central Committee, 
and he was elected unanim ously. 
Clerk of the W ater W orks, J. T. Stafford, 
notified the Board th at he had appointed 
as his Deputies ex-Supervisor J. J. Bauer 
and V. G. Gregory, a brother of the Mayor. 
They will enter upon the duties of their 
office April 1st. 
Perm ission was granted John Bruner to 
build a show-window tower to extend three 
feet upon the sidewalk, on the southeast 
corner of Sixth and K streets. 
Messrs. Cox, Richardson and 
others 
asked that an electric light be placed at 
Twenty-first and T streets. The request 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
They also complained of the foul condition 
of the Eighteenth-street sewer. 
Parties living in the neighborhood peti­ 
tioned for a sidewalk on Eleventh street, 
from F to G. Referred to the Street Com­ 
missioner. 
.... The bill of $440 for constructing a side­ 
walk on the south side of Agricultural 
P ark was rejected. They' hold that the 
¡State should pay it. 
An order was passed awarding the con­ 
tract for constructing a sewer in the alley 
between K and I., Fifth and Sixth streets, 
to W. H. Hobby. 
After auditing a num ber of bills and or­ 
dering the same paid, the Board adjourned. 


R o b b ed H is E m p lo y er. 
Adolph Jean, who owns a ranch at Mav- 
hew ’s Station, on the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad, called at the Sheriffs 
office yesterday and made complaint that 
his room at the ranch had been entered by 
a thief and robbed. H is statem ent was 
that he got up when called to get ready for 
breakfast yesterday morning, and went out 
into the kitchen to wash. H e did not lock 
his door when he went out, but on return­ 
ing a few m inutes later, he locked it. After 
breakfast he and two of his employes went 
into the fields to work, leaving in the house 
Louis Jolfre, whose duties were those of 
cook, but he also worked in the field to 
fill out ihe time. A t noon Jean and his 
companions re urned to the house to din­ 
ner, but found all the doors locked. Joff’re 
was not to be seen, neither was the dinner. 
These circumstances were so strange and 
unusual that Jean thought he would in ­ 
spect the house, and found on opening a 
draw er in his room in which he kept his 
m oney th at it was all gone—$92. One of 
the other m en also reported a loss of $4 
from the pockets of his clothing, left hang­ 
ing in a room. Jean, owing to the absence 
o f Joffre, and other facts, believes that the 
latter took the money, but still he can 
hardly credit it, as they had lived on such 
friendly term s—in fact, as he said, he 
would as soon suspect a brother. He owed 
Joffre $22, which reduces the am ount of the 
loss to $00, if Joffre was the appropriator.

But lie Leaves an Array of B lue Ribbons 
in H is W ake. 
Richard T. Booth, 
an American by 
birth, in sentiment, in loyalty, but who has 
revolutionized England, Scotland and Aus­ 
tralia in the cause of the Gospel Tem per­ 
ance Union during the past seven years 
closed a two weeks’ engagement in this 
city at the M etropolitan Theater. In the 
language of an European conqueror he 
can exclaim : “ Veni, vidi, vici.” 
In the 
language of a hero of the revolutionary war 
he can say : “ We have met the enemy and 
they are ours ”—2,300 blue ribbons and 800 
pledges. The meeting last evening was 
more of a m utual adm iration gathering 
than anything else. Mr. Booth was pre­ 
pared to say* good-by, and all the pastors 
in the city and Christian people generally 
were on hand to congratulate him for the 
great work he had accomplished and to bid 
him Godspeed.

Mr. Booth, in token of his appreciation 
of the untiring efforts of Professor Clough, 
the leader of the immense choir that did 
snch excellent service nightly, presented 
him w ith a handsomely gold-mounted 
ebony baton. His remarks to the professor 
and to the choir also were expressive of his 
appreciation of their efforts,were well timed 
and well deserved. 
Rev. Mr. McHatton made a tew opening 
rem arks expressive of his heartfelt thanks 
to Mr. Booth for the great good he had ac­ 
complished. It was the grandest tem per­ 
ance" reformation he had ever witnessed. 
H e hoped the good work so well started 
would be kept up. W hile we may forget 
the singer, let us not forget the song.

Ora­ 
tors are born, not made. Our friend has 
swept with skillful fingers the chords of 
hum an hearts. H e has repeated the old 
story, which to us is ever new. 
H e has 
touched responsive chords in the hearts 
that have not been touched before in many 
years. His work has been in the nam e of 
God, and as a man of God he has labored 
for his fellow m an. H e says to u s : We 
have fought the battle: the field is ours; 
bear this banner; it has never trailed the 
dust; hang it on the outer wall. The 
speaker paid a handsome compliment to 
Mrs. Booth, to whose prayer he said the 
world was indebted for Richard T. Booth. 
On behalf of Mrs. Leland Howe, a mem­ 
ber of the choir, and the Grand W orthy 
Associate of the National Division Sons of 
Temperance, the speaker presented Mr. and 
Mrs. Booth two very handspme flora! 
pieces. Attached to thepieces w asaneatly 
printed card w ith the emblem of the 
W oman’s Relief Corps and the following 
words; 
Accept this humble gilt from me, 
As a token of Friendship, Love and Charity, 
This Star, emblem of Temperance, Faith and

Mr. Booth responded with m uch feel­ 
ing.

A P lacerville Bonanza. 
Last Monday Fred. Hofmeister concluded 
to have the floor in the Arcade saloon, near 
the Carv House, removed for the purpose of 
laying a new one. There was an old cellar 
underneath, containing water about three 
feet deep, and when this was removed the 
workmen—Professor Owen Roberts and 
another man—with the true instincts of 
m ining experts, concluded they would 
prospect a little. Upon washing a little of 
the dirt around the cellar they obtained on 
a shovel about 50 cents at the first trial 
from a few handfuls, and soon found that 
considerable gold was scattered all through 
tne dirt. 
A trial with a pan resulted in ob­ 
taining from 25 cents to $5, according to the 
spot selected. 
A m ining rocker was pro­ 
cured and about $40 washed out in a few 
hours. 
The novel sightof a gold m ine in a cellar 
attracted quite a num ber of people, who 
were in aud out of Hofuieister's m ine all 
the afternoon. The owner will have a part 
of the dirt removed to the creek and 
washed, but will not attem pt to take it out 
very deep on account of danger to the 
walls of the building. T he ground in his 
cellar appears to have been worked once, 
but a part of the gravel was throw n back 
and abandoned, though it contains enough 
gold to pay well for working under favor­ 
able circumstances. The tail-race of the 
Pacific m ine once passed throngh under 
the floor, and where the water has washed 
the dirt partly away and left the gold, a 
fine prospect can be obtained, though gold 
is not so plentiful in other places. There 
is undoubtedly still enough gold under the 
buildings and Main street of Placerville to 
make several men comfortably wealthy, if 
it could he obtained w ithout too great a 
sacrifice.—Placerville Republican.

The University W ine Sam ples. 
Professor E. W . H ilgard, of the State 
University, publishes a bulletin conctrning 
the wine samples recently subm itted from 
the|laboratory of that institution to the State 
V iticultural W ine Committee, in which he 
say s: 
The report of W ine Committee of the 
late V iticultural Convention, as recently 
published in the city papers, calls for some 
comments on m y part. 
The sum m ary 
m anner in which that report disposes of 
the samples sent from the U niversity 
laboratory shows that the committee, or 
those ot its members who agreed to the 
concluding paragraph, sim ply m isunder­ 
stand the purpose for which the samples 
were subm itted to them , as well as the ob­ 
jects and m ethods of our work. 
That a 
num ber of the samples were made from 
vines overloaded and therefore unable to 
fully m ature their crop, which would cf 
uecessity produce “ g reen ” wines, 
was 
elaborately set forth in m y published re­ 
port, as well as in a bulletin previously 
published. 
Both publications were sent at 
the tim e to each ot 
the members of 
the committee, 
as 
well as to every 
m em ber of the Grape-Growers ¡ Asso­ 
ciation. 
It 
should 
therefore 
have 
been 
well 
understood 
that 
these 
wines were sent 
to 
the Convention, 
not for comparison with the selected best 
samples, w hether of producers or of the 
V iticultural Commission, but in order to 
give persons interested an opportunity to 
judge for themselves of the result of long 
pruning and therefore of the overloading 
of certain varieties. The present season 
one-half of the vines will be pruned long, 
one-half short, and will then show the con­ 
trast between the results of a restricted and 
of an excessive production. H ad 1 antici­ 
pated that the committee would do its work 
so much more hastily than has been the 
case in previous years under the able m an­ 
agement of Mr. 1’ohndorff. I should cer­ 
tainly have restricted the samples sent toa 
few choice ones that happen to have come 
to hand. 
For, in the work we have under­ 
taken to do, the aim is not to select choice 
lots of grapes for the production of extra 
samples, but to determine the prom inent 
peculiarities of each kind of grape in the 
several grape-growing regions, the grapes 
being sent for that purpose by the pro­ 
ducers, w ithout any selection on our part. 
W e m ake the wines as the grapes sent will 
m ake them , presum ing, as a rule, that the 
grower sends his best representative sample.
